THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 


BLOCK BURNED 
AT FRANKFORD 


Fire of an unknown origin early 
Sunday threatened utter destruction 
of Frankford and completely gutted 
the largest business block before it 
was brought under control by the fire 
department and volunteers. Loss is 
estimated at $30,000. 

The flames were first noticed at 3 
a.m. by & passerby. Smoke was pour- 
ing from the rear of Harry Turley's 
grocery store on the main floor, and 
by the time the fire department ar- 
rived the blaze was burning fiercely 
in the lodge rooms on the second 
floor occupied by L. O. L. 240, owners 
of the building. The flames spreac 
to the store occupied by W. H. Rose 
grocer, next to Turley’s, but were pre- 
vented .rom gutting Rose's shop. 

Fire walls at each end of the burn- 
ing structure and at the sides of a 
hardware store to one side, and a 
grocery store a. the other side of the 
burming block, aided in the prevent- 
ing the spread of flames to the rest 
of the town. A detachment from the 
Stirling fire department arrived in 
time to aid the local force quench the 
final flames. — 

The two-story structure was one of 
the largest in town and was in. the 
heart of the principal business biock. 
Loss of the grocery stores was estim- 
ated at about $4,000 each, only parti- 
ally covered by insurance. The Orange 
Lodge valued the building at about 
$12,000, not covering equipment of 
their two halls and a big dining room. 
The latter was only partially insured.

need to levy any tax on industry. 

By this means all taxes on labor 
products, which now form a great) 
part of the price—for all such taxes 
are added to the cost and with a pro-' 
fit passed on to the consumer—will 
be eliminated, greatly reducing the 
price of all commodities. This will 
increase the purchasing power of 
wages, raise the standard of living 
and increase the effective demand for 
all sorts of things, thereby greatly) 
increasing the demand for labor. | 

The collection of ground rent from 
those who have exclusive possession 
of any part of the earth would prev- 
ent any one holding land without 
using it. This would destroy land 
speculation, and make it possible for 
many thousadns of the landless to 
get possession of land for homes or 
ror business. All business would thus 
be relieved of those heavy burdens, 
which our present system of taxation 
loads upon any useful work or em- 
ployment of labor. 

‘he employment of labor would be 
encouraged instead of being subject 
to heavy penalties, as it is now. To- 
day the erection of a building for a 
home or a factory is penalized by a 
tax usually equal to a mortgage at 6 
per cent. of 50 per cent. of its assess- 
ed value, and if the building is used 
as @ store or a factory the penalty is 
increased from 25 per cent. to 75 per 
cent. in some cases equal to the mort- 
gage above mentioned at a rate of 
over 10 per’cent. per annum, and for 
these taxes the byilder gets no return 
whatever, if the services which are 
paid for by his tax money add to the 
land rent, and the ground owner col- 
lects it in rent if leased and cap- 
italizes it in selling price if sold. ~ 

Other laws whicn interfere with 
one’s right to buy or sell any legitim- 
ate object of bargain or sale are only 
second to the monopoly of the earth, 
in their power to create unemploy- 
ment and to lower the scale of living 
of the masses. These laws are gen- 
erally passed in the interest of a tew 
wealthy persons who have used their 
wealth and influence to secure legis- 
lation tq tax money out of the pock- 
est of the producers of wealth into 
their own. 

Government «exists solely for the 
protection of the individual in his 
rights. These are, first, the right to 
live, which logicauy includes the right 
of aceess to the earth, for without 
that he has no right to live anywhere, 
and he has a natural right of owner- 
ship in the things he has produced or 
Which he has acquired hy purchase, 
exchange or gift. 

If a man earns wages and exchang- 
es them for some form of labor pro- 
duct, the. same sanctity of private 

property that originally belonged to 
his wages attaches to nis purchase 
irrespective of the fact that he got it 
in his own or any other country. 
Here is where all tariffs violate the | 
fundamental rights of men and ex- 
plow labor for the benefit of design- 
ing self-interested persons. 

Absolute freedom of trade is not 
only just, but is a fundamental nat- 
ural right, and it is for the securing 
of and preserving of such rights that 
Governments exist. 

It is the virtual denia: of these 
primary fundamental rights of the in- 
dividual, the creation of monopolies 
and the handing over for private ex-| 
ploitation the surtace of the earth, | 
including mines, water powers (Beau- | 
harnois), which are the great under- | 
lying causes of poverty, unemploy- | 
ment, low wages and international | 

complications. In the graphic words | 
of one of the old Physiocrats, “The | 
denial and neglect of human rights | 
by governments is the cause of all | 
our social ills.”

Canadian hardwood, is an eastern 
tree species occurring in the Mari-| 
times, Quebec, and Ontario, but sel-| 
dom extending north past the fiftieth | 
parallel. Hard maple, which ts the | 
maple to which reference is here 
made, covers practically the same 
territory as yellow birch. Beech oc- 
curs in hardwood stands along with 
yellow birch and maple.

extends into southern Manitoba. - 

Elm extends from the Atlantic 
coast to Saskatchewan south of the 
Hudson Bay—Great Lakes water- 
shed.

Cottonwood is found scattered in 
the southern parts of Ontario, Queb- 
ec, Manitpba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta.

(2) Marking off the ice into 
squares or laying off the field. This 
operation should be done accurately 
in order to have blocks of equal size 
and cut straight and even to make 
handling and packing in the house as 
economical as possible. Success in 
this depends largely on getting the 
first line straight, and this can be 
done by stretching a line between two 
stakes and placing a straight edge 
board 12 or 14 feet long along the 
line, and marking the ice with hand 
tool or hand plough along the edge 
of the — The board is moved 
along as the marking is done, piece 
by piece. After marking in one direc- 
tion is completed it is necessary to 
establish a line across the area which 
is at right angles to the first direc- 
tion. Probably the best way to start 
this is by using a carpenter's large 
@quare made of pieces of straight- 
edge boards 10 or 12 feet long, and 
tled across the corner to hold them 
fast at angle of 90°: Once the first 
line is marked straight and at right 
angles to the first line the rest can 
easily be marked off properly. 
Cutting the Ice. 

The ice is cut both ways by either 
a horse-drawn ice plough or a cir- 
cular saw driven by a gasoline en- 
gine, the whole mounted on a sled 
pushed along by hand. The latter 
method of cutting is very satisfactory 
and is economical, when cutting Is 
done on a large scale, as is the case 
with a large ice dealer or group of 
farmers harvesting their ice co-oper- 
atively, The ice field is usually cut 
in one direction with the machine 
and to a point two or three inches 
of the full depth. The long strips 
one way are detached from the field 
by striking into the saw cut with a 
heavy chisel, and then pushed up to 
the loading platform and there cut 
up into blocks by a hand saw or by 
the chisel in case the field has been 
eut both ways by the ice plough or 
power saw. When a small quantity 
of ice is harvested the cutting Is done 
by saws. 

Loading and Packing the Ice. 

There are several devices used for 
loading the ice on the sleigh, wagon 
or motor truck, depending upon the 
amount of ice being handled. The 
main object in this case is to get a 
mechanical outfit that is cheap, con- 
venient to operate and which will 
save the handling of the ice by hand. 
A small hoist, or a horse-power driv- 
en elevator answers very well. 

It is advisable to store the ice on 
cold, dry days as it will be better for 
handling and will keep better after 
storage. The cakes should all be the 
same size, and be evenly cut, in order 
that they may be packed together 
with as little air space as possible. 
Any spaces should be filled with small 
pieces of ice. The more compact the 
mass of ice the better it will keep. 
Below the ice there should be a foot 
of dry sawdust or shavings, and as 
the filling proceeds the same material 
should be packed between the ice and 
the walls. Do not put sawdust about 
individual cakes of ice. Pack the ice 
with a little dip toward the centre, 
eo that ft cannot press outwards 
against the walls. Alter the ice is 
etered there should be a couple of 
feet of sawdust put over the top.

They know feeds, cows and markets. 
When they go out to buy more cows 
up and down the country side roada, 
thia is what they look for:—Cows 
‘with dairy temperament, feed capac- 
ity, well-developed milk organs, con- 
stitution, vigor, freedom from tuber- 
culosis, mastitis and abortion. 

Dairy. temperament is indicated by 
a wedge-shaped conformation, free- 
dom from marked coarseness, alert- 
ness, activity anc bright eye. 

Feed capacity is indicated by a long 
deep roomy, middle, broad muzzle, 
strong jaw, and well-developed salt- 
vary glands. 

Well-developed milk organs are 
indicated by an udder of good size 
and quality, well attached forward 
end high up between the thighs, 
large well-;laced teata, and large 
veins runwing forward on the 
abdomen.
